It is stated that the wounded 
persons in last night’s fighting to­ 
taled more than IOO. Thirty arrests 
were made. Three unionists were 
shot to death by Sinn Fein snipers 
and another man’s head blown off. 
A man helping carry the body of 
one of the dead men was shot to 
death.

Q. What is the probable cause 
why one or two spark plugs in an 
automobile become sooted, provided 
the Plug is a good one?

The car is an Over­ 
land and has been driven 7,000 
miles. 
A. The piston rings may be leaky 
or the cylinders scored. This allows 
oil to get up and foul the plugs. 
New rings may be all that is neces­ 
sary. If the cylinders are scored 
they must be rebored and oversize 
pistons fitted. 


Brake Needs Loosening. 
Q. I have had an Oakland Model 
34 for a year and never had any 
trouble with the brakes until now.

Finally everything was ready, and 
Mr. Wilson led a flock of valiant 
observers up to Selma, a little town 
Just outside of Fresno, for the start.! 
A special one-gallon gasoline tank 
was fastened to the side of the

Fresno measured o'»t four qua„r**s of 
gas and 
sealed 
the tank. 
Capt.' 
Henry Anion took the wheel of the

When the car reached the start­ 
ing line it was thoroughly inspected 
by a group of experts and declared 
absolutely stock in every particular.

records of a similar 
nature ever set up anywhere and 
is about as

motor ever got out of four quarts' 
of juice. 
yJThe 
average 
driver will 
now. 
probably rise up on his hind legs 
and inquire why he doesn’t get a 
smilar 
sort of mileage There are 
several reasons. Capt. Amon 
drove 
the machine with the single inten­ 
tion of making it go go as far as 
possible on a certain amount of fuel 
He took 
advantage of . everything 
that would help him toward this 
end. 
The average motorist wants 
to get somewhere in a hurry and 
doesn’t care much about the gal­ 
lons of gas it takes. The machine 
was in perfect condition for the 
trip and here it had the edge on 
ninety-nine out of every hundred 
motor cars on the road. 
The result of the test are re­ 
markable. Such terriffic mileage by 
a stock car on level road in a won­ 
derful thing in itself. Any motor 
that will pull a load 106.4 miles on 
one gallon of gas is an economical 
power plant beyond a particle of a 
doubt.

Wlien Jumping 
Brock, 
jumped 
the dam recently, Asbury Park, N. 
J., and its 15,000 inhabitants faced 
an unpleasant drought. The Mon­ 
mouth -County 
Water 
Company, 
which supplies Asburry Park and 
the surrounding country, was up 
against it. 
Just as the water was 
lapping the bottom of the reservoir, 
Chas. H. White. Superintendent of 
the Monmouth Company solved the 
problem with a Ford Runabout. 
In a letter to Mr. Henry Ford, Jr., 
Mr. White. tells of the breaking of 
the dam and the subsequent water 
shortage: 
“This let down the water which 
is supplied from the storage plant 
to our coagulating tank, thence to 
our reservoir and cut off all sup­ 
ply of water and we could not get 
any after our reservoir was dry to 
supply the city.

ivery" in two weeks. 
“I hade a centrifugal pump in 
my store-house that was dismanled 
seven pr eight years ago. I immedi­ 
ately had this brought to the brook 
side and rigged up. 
In the mean 
time I attached a pulley to the rea 
wheel of one of your remarkable 
Ford 
roadsters, 
blocked the 
rear 
wheels, attached a belt to one of 
them and pumped the water from 
the brook to our coagulating tank, 
thus saving the day. 
“This outfit pumped 750,000 gal­ 
lons of water in twenty-four hours.'

CHICAGO, July 2—Fresh impetus 
was given the committee of fifteen’s 
fight on commercial vice in Chi­ 
cago by the recent address of for­ 
mer President William Howard Taft 
at the committee’s annual banquet. 
“No such trade can be carried on 
unless the owners of city property 
rent or lease it for the purpose,” 
said Mr. Taft. “The committee of 
fifteen have found out who the 
owners are of the property in the 
red light districts and have prose­ 
cuted them, giving them by notice 
an opportunity to stop this unlawful 
use of their property before taking 
legal proceedings. They have se­ 
cured an admirable law, by which, 
when they ascertain that property is 
being thus unlawfully used, they 
can file a hill for an injunction 
against its further use and thus 
abate a nuisance, and compel the 
property to lie Idle for a year. 
“The members of the committee 
are engaged in fighting an evil 
which is peculiarly tenacious in a 
great city where municipal politics 
come close to the ground and in 
which vile corruption and blackmail 
too frequently play an important 
part. It needs courage to fight the 
criminal purposes and facilities of 
the underworld, but the committee 
of fifteen and its superintendent 
have had the courage and shrewd­ 
ness and common sense needed to 
win. They have so minimized com­ 
mercialized vice in Chicago as great­ 
ly to reduce its harmful and noxious 
results. They must keep at it, how­ 
ever—eternal vigilance is the price 
of its victory.” 
In presenting his annual report 
Supt. S. P. Thrasher said that since 
the injunction and abatement law 
went into effect in Illinois in July, 
1915, the committee had written 
988 informal notices. “Of that num­ 
ber,” 
he said, 
“ 807 
owners 
or 
agents have taken such action as 
to make it unnecessary to proceed 
further under the law. One hun­ 
dred and eighty-one of them have 
been careless or defiant (I think in 
most cases it was carelessness ra­ 
ther than defiance) and the second 


or formal notice tinder the injunct­ 
ion law has been necessary. This 
law has proved so effective that 
only 16 injunctions have been ap­ 
plied for and secured. In all but 
two of them the injunction has ac­ 
complished all that could be de­ 
sired. These two have recently de­ 
fied the law and require further at­ 
tention by the committee. 
“We are having amicable and 
effective co-operation with owners 
and agents of property which we 
find to be used for immoral pur­ 
poses. During the year covered by 
this report, 86 per cent of owners 
and agents notified of the illegal 
use of their property have acted 
promptly to correct the conditions 
of which we complained.” 
The committee of fifteen was or­ 
ganized in 1908 by 15 prominent 
citizens to fight the white slave 
traffic in Chicago. Supt. Thrasher 
reports it has grown to include more 
than 500 citizens and had a direc­ 
torate of 50. The executive com­ 
mittee chosen from the directors re­ 
tains a membership of 15. 
Expenses are met by contribu­ 
tions. At the meeting at which Mr. 
Taft spoke, Supt. Thrasher reports 
the committee was refinanced tor 
the next five years.
